After  learning  from  Water  Com- 
mlMdener  O.  M.  Irwin  that  by-law 
money  foe  two  partly  completed 
waterworks  pro)ects  was  exhausted, 
emindl  yesterdsy  ruled  that  134.179 
Bhould  be  Included  In  the  1950  ee- 
tlmates  for  completion  of  the  proj- 
ects. 

Mr.  Irwin  eetlmated  that  920.403 
would  be  required  to  lay  an  elght- 
tneb  main  along  Mom  Street,  from 
Oecar  Street  to  Dallas  Road,  and 
ttl.OM  to  lay  an  etghl-liKh  main 
along  Foul  Bay  Road,  from  Fairfield 
Road  to  Qoamlchan  Street.

Mr.  C S.  Frost,  general  manager  of  the 
Bank  of  Nova  Scotia,  made  A neat 
point  in  his  annual  address  Uie  other 
day  when  he  remarked  that  one  could  not 
expect  any  government  to  be  concerned 
over  the  outgo  of  tax  dollars  If  nobody  else 
was.  He  was  pointing  to  the  surplus  re> 
turns  of  Federal  tax  revenues  In  recent 
years,  but  asking,  too,  what  would  the  tax- 
payers say  If  these  surpluses  turned  sud- 
denly  to  deficits,  as  well  they  might.  Every- 
body knows  that  it  was  the  war  years  which 
put  Canada  up  in  the  $2,000,000,000  budget 
brackeU,  where  with  only  minor  recessions 
it  has  stayed  in  peacetime.  Said  Mr.  Frost. 
In  part 

“There  are  obviously  lew  who  are  ready 
to  consider  higher  taxes — they  still  seem 
quite  high  enough  and  they  are  high  by  any 
but  recent  standards  It  may  be  easy  to 
run  a deficit,  but  that  does  not  alter  the 
fact  that  the  deficit  has  to  be  paid  for  by 
the  community  at  large.  There  is  no  way 
in  which  a government  c&n  get  money 


without  cost  Though  wise  cxpendlturea 
may  help  to  Increase  the  natlonid  produc* 
lion,  each  dollar  that  a government  spends, 
whether  it  raises  the  money  through  taxes 
or  deficit  financing,  must  come  from  the 
work  and  savings  of  the  people.  It  Is  not 
realistic  to  expect  governments,  which  ore 
representative  of  and  responsible  to  public 
opinion  and  group  preaiure,  to  worry  un- 
duly about  the  cost  of  government  unless 
there  Is  a wide  body  of  public  opinion  which 
does.  Oovemment  expenditures  Increase 
so  readily  because  most  of  the  purposes  ore 
desirable  in  themselves.  All  of  us.  there- 
fore. have  strong  reasons  to  take  an  active 
Interest  In  the  effect  of  government  expend- 
itures ...” 

The  politlclan-ln-offtce  will  say.  of  course, 
that  the  time  to  worry  about  a deficit  is 
when  It  ocurs.  From  many  standpoints, 
however,  that  will  be  too  late;  and  from  the 
taxpayers’  point  of  view  much  too  late. 
One  has  only  to  look  abroad  to  see  the 
effects  of  overstrained  economies

Vancouver  aldermens  contention 
that  part  of  their  $3,000  salaries  should 
b('  exempt  from  income  tax  will  not 
commend  iUelf  to  the  rest  of  the  taxpaying 
public  If  they  are  wise  they  will  at^ndon 
their  application  to  the  income  tax  authori- 
ties to  that  end.  for  to  rreale  any  more  tax- 
exempt  grou{w  in  Canada  would  be  pOtson 
to  all  smiml  p^ibWe  policy,  U is  hvd  to 
know  what  the  aldermen  were  thinking  of 
when  they  deeidetl  on  so  obnoxious  a ruse 
to  boost  their  net  income 
At  $3,000  a year  Vancouver  aldermen  are 
paid  the  maximum  allowed  under  the  civic 
charter,  and  they  say  that  is  not  enough. 
If  they  had  resolved  to  move  for  an  Increase 
In  the  maximum,  that  would  be  a local 
Issue  of  no  concern  to  the  rest  of  the  coun- 
try. Instead,  however,  they  propose  that  a 
pro}X)rlion  of  the  $3,000  should  be  rated  as 
expenses  and  thus  ireed  from  taxation. 
That  is  a piece  of  iwlltical  dynamite  with 
which  no  man  In  public  life  should  play. 

Unfortunately  In  this  matter  senior 
governments  have  set  the  country  a shabby 


example.  Members  ol  Parliament,  when 
they  handed  thdmselves  an  Indemnity  In- 
crease of  $2,000  in  1045,  made  the  whole 
$2,000  tax-free.  The  British  Columbia 
Legislature  was  quick  to  follow  suit,  treat- 
ing its  last  salary  grab  as  “expenses.”  and 
thus  not  subject  to  Income  tax.  There  are 
the  evil  precedents,  and  the  Oovemments 
should  not  be  surprised  when  others  try  to 
follow  them.  If  the  Vancouver  aldermen 
were  to  get  the  exemption  they  seek,  how 
ever,  where  would  It  all  end?  In  no  time  the 
political  heat  would  be  on  to  release  all 
sorts  of  groups  from  taxation. 

Let’s  hear  no  more  of  this  tax  exemption 
proposal.  If  the  Vancouver  aldermen  or 
any  other  groups  doing  public  service  have 
legitimate  expenses  to  meet  In  working  for 
their  electors,  let  them  claim  exemption  in 
the  same  way  as  everyone  else,  by  means 
of  vouchers  covering  the  exact  amounts  of 
their  expenses  and  not  a penny  more.  Any 
flat  rate  exemption  would  be  an  iniquitous 
discrimination.

PREMIER  Johnson  has  returned  from 
Ottawa  to  at  firm  that  the  Dominion- 
Provincial  conference  was  “very,  very 
successful.”  One  would  expect  him  to  say 
that:  Cabinet  ministers  in  Cdnada.  or  else- 
where for  Uiat  matter,  never  say  the  oppo- 
site of  sQch  gatherings,  so  there  Is  nothing 
really  informative  about  the  statement 
What,  after  all.  was  accomplished  at  the 
Ottawa  conlercnce?  The  representatives 
of  the  ten  provinces  and  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment did  not  get  to  grips  with  the  constltu 
ttonal  issues  at  stake  during  the  whole  time 
of  their  meeting  Apart  from  the  airing  of 
vague  generalities,  all  the  delegates  did 
was  to  devise  a method  for  the  presentation 
of  views,  and  to  appoint  a continuing  com- 
mittor to  receive  submissions  and  prepare 
draft.s  for  future  plenary  dlscu.s.sion 


Constitutions  cannot  be  revamped  over- 
night. and  no  one  expects  them  to  be.  but  It 
IS  well  to  retain  a sense  of  proportion.  The 
much-heralded  Dominion-Provincial  con- 
ference turned  out  to  be  nothing  more  than 
a preliminary  exploration  for  a formula. 
One  receives  the  impression  that  no  dele- 
gate attended  who  was  prepared  to  get  down 
to  cases  and  make  a start  on  the  real  job  of 
amending  the  constitution. 

Perhaps  this  was  not  possible,  and  the 
setting  up  of  a procedure  to  be  followed  was 
all  that  could  be  done.  At  best,  however, 
only  a tentative  step  has  been  taken;  the 
real  business  of  changing  the  constitution 
has  not  yet  started.  It  would  have  been  a 
poor  showing  Indeed  had  this  preliminary 
parley  not  been  “successful.”

T ONDON.  — RecogalUon  by  the 
^ United  Kingdom  of  the  new  rs- 
gUne  in  China  had  been  expecied. 
Indeed  In  such  etreumstances  recog- 
nition Is  essential.  As  Dean  Acheson 
pointed  out  in  nis  speech  to  the  Pan- 
American  Society,  In  New  Tork  In 
September,  recognition  of  a regime  Is 
not  an  expression  of  approval  of  Its 
character.  Oovemments  recognise 
each  other  not  as  a mark  of  esteem, 
bist  because  It  Is  necessary  for  .them 
111  their  own  Interests  and  In  those 
of  their  cltlaens.  to  do  business  with 
each  other 

The  new  government  In  China  is 
now  beyond  queellon  m HfecllTo  con- 
trol of  practically  the  whole  territory 
of  China.  It  has  expressed  Ito  readi- 
ness to  maintoln  diplomatic  relations 
with  other  governments  on  a basis  of 
''equality,  mutual  benefit  and  respect 
for  each  other's  sovereignty  and  ter- 
ritorial Integrity.”  Thai  being  to,  there 
la  no  valid  reason  for  refusing  recogni- 
tion. The  character  and  political  com- 
plexion of  the  new  regime  are  simply 
Irrelevant.  The  new  government  Is, 
in  fact,  the  Government  of  China. 
The  Nationalist  Government  Is  not. 
And  to  refuse  to  recognize  reality  to 
the  detriment  of  one's  own  Interests  is 
mere  folly. 

If  there  aert  any  chanca  of  a re- 
versal of  fortune,  of  the  former  Gov- 
ernment conquering  its  torrltory  and 
reasserting  Its  authority,  there  might 
be  cause  for  delay.  But  there  la  no 
longer  any  such  poasibllUy.  The  Issue 
has  been  decided.  The  Communist 
victory  Is  complete.  Thai  Is  a fact 
which  may.  perhaps,  be  regretted.  But 
It  cannot  be  ignored 
* e * 

What  Is  to  be  the  sequel  to  recogni- 
tion? What  will  the  relations  be  be- 
tween the  Chinese  Communist  Gov- 
ernment and  the  "free”  world?  That 
Is  a question  which  cannot  be  an- 
swered until  the  imentlont  of  the 
Chinese  Government  become  known. 
Does  U Intend  peaceful  or  hostile  re- 
lations? Does  It  mean  to  occupy  Itself 
wltJi  Its  own  vast  internal  problems  or 


does  It  plan  any  kind  of  aggression  by 
arms  or  by  conspiracy  against  lU 
neighbors?  Does  It  wish  for  trade  on 
reasonable  terms  or  will  H try  to  Iso- 
late Itself  from  Ihe  "capltalMt”  econ- 
omy? 

Much  may  depend  upon  the  out- 
come of  Mao  Tse-Tung's  conversations 
in  Moscow  Russia's  dsslrae  are  obvious 
enough  In  the  Interests  of  policy 
she  has  chosen  to  pursue,  Russia  will 
wish  China's  relations  with  ‘Imper- 
lallsl  powers”  to  be  strained  and  hoe- 
tlle.  China's  role  lo  the  eyes  of  the 
Kremlin  Is  to  be  an  Instrument  of 
Soviet  policy.  Her  Immediate  func- 
tion is  to  create  as  much  trouble  and 
^ much  difficulty  as  possible  in  South- 
east Asia;  to  open  there  a sort  of 
diplomatic  front  which  will  divert  at- 
tention and  defied  resources  and  so 
render  edsler  Russia's  projected  opera- 
tions In  Europe  and  the  Middle  East. 

Moreover,  if  China  can  be  Induced 
to  break  or  minimise  her  economlr 
and  commercial  relations  with  the 
"West”  the  wUl  be  forced  Into  eco- 
nomic dependence  on  the  Soviet  Union 
and  so.  ultimately,  into  political  de- 
pendence. 

Russian  policy  Is,  in  sliort.  to  otm- 
vert  China  into  the  greatest  and  most 
useful  of  her  own  sateillles.  And  the 
great  question  is  whether  the  Chinese 
Communist  Government  wlll  be  will- 
ing to  accept  that  role  or  whether  it 
will  choose  rather  to  follow  lu  own 
line  bf  policy  and  prefer  the  Interests 
of  China  to  those  of  Russia  - even 
though  the  latter  be  glamorously  dis- 
guised as  the  interests  of  world  revo- 
lution. U la  a question  which  cannot 
be  answered  until  we  begin  to  see  the 
results  of  Mao’s  dUcusaions  in  Mo.scow 
fio  far.  however.  Chinese  Communists 
have  given  no  convincing  signs  of 
anything  other  than  complete  sub- 
servience to  the  Orthodox  Kremlin 
brand  of  Communism  with  lU  first 
principle  of  complete  subservience  to 
Moscow.

Informed  sources  say  that  when 
the  salmon  cuntract  Is  complried— 
possibly  within  the  next  week  or 
two— It  likely  wUi  be  the  final  1B50 
food  deal  between  Canada  and  the 
United  Klngdocn. 

IN  WHEAT  AGREEMENT 
This  does  not  preclude  the  pos* 
slbtUty  of  the  Unite  ' Kingdom  plac> 
Ing  new  orders  for  wheat  In  Canada 
at  the  end  of  the  current  contract 
on  July  1.  However.  It  la  understood 
that  ail  such  orders  will  be  worked 
out  within  the  terms  of  the  4S> 
Nation  International  Wheat  Agree* 
ment.  a multilateral  trading  organ* 
isatlon. 

Terms  of  the  new  Anglo-Canadian 
cbecfte  contract  are  expected  to  be 
announced  within  the  next  few  dsys 
and  likely  will  provide-  for  sale  of 
about  BO.000.000  pounds  of  cheese 
at  36  cents  a pound— a drop  of  four 
cents  from  last  yesu's  price.  Last 
year's  contract  covered  only  b0,« 
(KKi,000  pounds. 

TALKS  ALREADY  OPENED. 
To  start  the  ball  rolling  on  com- 
pletion of  a new  salmon  deal,  two 
British  Columbia  salmon  ablppeis 
have  opened  talks  with  British  Pood 
Mission  officials  In  Ottawa.  They 
are  J M.  Buchaiuui  of  Vancouver, 
president  of  the  British  Columbia 
Packers  Umlted,  and  8.  U.  Rosen- 
berg of  Vancouver,  vice-president  of 
the  Canadian  Pishing  Co.  Limited. 

Mr.  Rosenberg  said  in  an  Inter- 
view that  both  he  imd  Mr.  Buchanan 
are  here  principally  “(o  seek  Infor- 
mation.” He  said  he  could  not  in- 
dicate If  and  when  a contract  would 
be  completed  or  the  range  of  prices 
which  West-Coast  packers  would 
Accept. 

SMALLER  CONTRAfT 
Last  year  Canada  got  a contract 
for  shipment  of  some  466.090  rases 
of  West-Coast  salmon  for  97.000,000 
This  year  the  tolal  allocation  for 
salmon  Is  believed  to  be  about 
95.000.000.  and  It  is  expected  the 
United  Kingdom  negntlatora  srlll 
ask  that  they  get  more  for  tbrtr 
money  than  they  got  last  year. 


They  have  used  this  mme  ap- 
proach In  negotlsglons  tor  the  pug- 
chase  of  bacon  and  cheese.  In  the 
lease  of  bacon,  they  got  the  price 
tnmm^  lo  39  cents  g pound  from 
last  year's  96  cema. 

An  agreement  was  reached  to 
defer  the  shlpn^glt  of  Canadian 
wheat  to  the  United  Kingdom  dur- 
ing the  current  crop  year  lo  provide 
funds  for  the  purchases  of  bacon, 
silmun  and  lumber,  if  Canada  and 
the  United  Kingdom  agree  on  price. 

Contract^  on  East-Coast  sprtice 
and  on  bacon  already  have  been 
completed.  Salmon  Is  the  o^  con- 
tract of  the  threw  still  ’ to  be 
negotiated.

No  ffttimate  of  damage  to  British  Columbia’s  agri- 
cultural industry  du«  to  excessive  frosts  has  been 
made  1^  officials  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
up  to  now.  They  report  damage  to  cauliflower,  cabbage 
and  Brussels  sprouts  in  the  Saanich  Peninsula  is  heavy, 
however.  Most  of  the  crop  will  be  uijsaleable. 

Loganberry  growers  may  profit  from  the  severe  frost 
damage  experienced  last  year,  officials  think.  Many 
growers  left  canes  lying  on  the  ground  this  Winter.  With 
ample  snow  cover,  it's  expected  they  may  come  through 
with  little  damage. 

Cold  weather  in  the  Okanagan  may  have  damaged 
fruit  trees,  officials  said,  particularly  stoned  fruits,  many 
of  which  bud  during  the  Winter.  The  buds  may  have 
been  damaged  by  frost. 


O NOW  survey  parties  will  be  heading  for  the  moun- 
ts tains  this  week  to  determine  how  much  snow  has 
fallen  in  British  Columbia  this  year.  The  first 
report  on  snow  conditions  will  be  made  shortly  after  the 
end  of  the  month. 

Despite  prolonged  periods  of  stormy  weather,  ex- 
perts in  the  Water  Rights  Branch  estimate  snowfall 
over  the  Province  as  a whole  will  be  normal  or  below 
normal. 

It  is  expected  snowfall  may  be  slightly  greater  on  the 
Coast  Range  and  in  the  mountains  of  Vancouver  Island. 
In  lower  areas,  however,  total  precipitation  has  been  low. 
In  Victoria,  for  example,  snow  has  been  replacing  rain. 
But  it  takes  ten  inches  of  snow  to  equal  one  inch  of  rain.
